SATAN IS IN 
THAILAND, TOO 


In November last year we 
changed ‘the direction of our 
work. We had been working 
with the English speaking Cal- 
vary Baptist Church in Bang- 
kok, but we have shifted over 
to Thai work. 


In our visit to Prachimburi 
Dottie tola the story of an old 
man who came to visit her one 
day. He came to ask if she 
was like a former missionary 
who lived there — one who 
ate meat. He decided (the.old 
man) that she was in the same 
category and as he left he be- 
gan.to pray to, the sun to strike 
“mam” dead along. with the 
missionary who had formerly 
lived there. They were not fit 
to live, he said, because they 
killed animals. It was at Pra- 
chimburi that a man got angry 
with another at a dance and 
decaptitated him pronto. (Paul 
and Dottie have a policeman 
who work for them when he 
is off duty. He said itywas-real 
bad!) 


The Stewarts have moved. to 
Charcherngsao only recently— 
last September, There we have 
a work that is practically self 
supporting and one which we 
did not start. It came to us of 
its own accord. Bob goes out 
into the highways (klong ways) 
and hedges and preaches. 
went with him and it .was an 


preacher and shouted across 
the street to his friends, Other 
people turned up their radios 
to drown out the sound of the 

spel. We need your prayers 
for the efforts of those on ame 
front lines. 


The most-hard hearted place 
I have been is just outside 
Bangkok at Paknam. I went 
with Louis McCall on a Satur- 
day morning. We preached at 
5 places. I have never en- 
countered such hard facial ex- 
pressions in Thailand before. 
At one place where we were 
teaching a- group of children 
one mother came into the midst 
of the children and seized, pre- 
sumably her own, and beat 
them on the spot, all the while 
loudly abusing the’ name of 
Jesus. The work at Paknam is 
not without fruit. About twenty- 
five young men and one young 
woman have professed belief 
in Jesus as a personal Savior.

quested the Stewardship Commission to make a special 
study, ‘and bring recommendations concerning new means 
of promoting the Cooperative Program and widening its 
effectiveness. It is possible that some of these recommen- 


dation may be brought to the St. Louis meeting. We cer- 
tainly ‘believe that they should be. 
‘Nothing Wrong with Cooperative Program 
te is nothing wrong with the Cooperative Program 
itself. {Through its 36 years of existence it has certainly 
proved] its worth and effectiveness as a budget plan for 
the suport of all of our mission work. Southern Baptists 
have never had a plan that was more equitable and more 
satisfagtory to churches and agencies alike. 
The problem which faces us just now is the lack of 
adequate mission support on the part of our churches, (In 
1960 Southern Baptists gave only 10% of their total church 
income to world missions through the Cooperative Pro- 
gram, and even including all designations, gave only 17% 
to mis$ion causes. This is simply not adequate support for 
the gigantic world program the Lord has assigned to us, 
nor can we feel that it is worthy missionary giving by 
churches and people who pride themselves in being mis- 
sionary. To keep 83% for use on the local field, while only 
17% i$} given to all mission causes, is hardly liberal mis- 
sionary giving. 
i The Record of the Churches 
The situation appears even more serious, when we 
study the actual giving record of the churches. A survey 
of the) mission giving of Mississippi Baptists during 
1960 has just been made. The figures are rather startling, 
and be called alarming. Over 80% of our Mississippi 
Baptist churches gave less than 10% of their total income 
to the; Cooperative Program last year, while 47% gave | 
less than 5%. 
more than 2% gave 20% or more through the Cooperative 
Program. In actual-figures, 45 of our 1806 churches in the 
state gave 20% or more. Of course designations enlarge 
these percentages some, but the figures are not appreciably 















changed. 

It §s probable that these percentages are fairly repre- 
sentative of all Southern Baptist states, since Southern 
Baptists on an average gave 10% to Cooperative Program 
last year. Mississippi Baptists gave 11.1%. 

Hegre, then, is the problem, Our churches are simply 
not misionary enough to give adequate support to the 
gigantie world program the Lord has led us to attempt. 
The omy solution is either to increase the support, or cur- 
tail thé work. There is no alternative. To curtail the 
work gr even retard advance would be tragic. We must 
find aimeans. of increasing support. 

by What Can Be Done? 

We believe that Southern Baptists must adopt a pro- 
gram f promotion of the Cooperative Program of far 
greater proportions than anything we have ever attempted 
in the past. We must make an all-out effort to enlist every 
Southdn Baptist in larger support of the Lord’s world 
mission program. Ordinary programs and the type of pro- 
motion we have been doing will not do this. . 

THe greatest missionary advance ever made by South- 
ern Baptists was during the Seventy-Five Million Cam- 
paign of 40 years ago: Nothing in our history has chal- 
lengedi the churches or caught the imagination of the peo- 
ple asidid that program. tt lifted the level of Southern 
Baptist thinking about missions and giving to missions. 
Gifts #0 missions increased from $18 million in the five 
years preceding the program, to $54 million in the five 
years of the campaign. 

We are not suggesting another $75 million campaign. 
We aré suggesting that Southern Baptists need a new pro- 
gram 6f promotion of the Cooperative Program that will 
compare with the promotion program of that campaign 
of forty years ago. It should be of such proportions that 
it wilf-reach every one of the almost ten million South- 
ern Baptists, and bring a new'concept and concern for our 
wholeprogram, Until this is done there will be no great 
forwatd surge in Cooperative Program giving. 

Dgsignated giving is not the primary problem of the 
Coopefative Program today. The problem is that we are do- 
ing a Better job of selling the designated offerings, than we 
are Cooperative Program. Until this is changed the 
basic gupport of our work may continue to lag. 
is can all be changed at St. Louis. Let committees 
inted or the Stewardship Commission be assigned 
ik of developing the greatest promotion program the 
Conveation has ever known. Let the best minds among us

At the same time we believe that. every effort should 
be made so to present these controversial.matters that they 
will not unnecessarily create problems in some areas of 
the Convention. After all, the seminary is a Southern 
Baptist institution, and must give some consideration to 
the effect of its actions on the constituency it serves. While 
it cannot adjust its program, to please the whims of /every 
group, it must, of necessity, consider’ all groups and work 
with them as harmoniously as possible. 

We seriously doubt the wisdom of ever bringing highly 
controversial figures to the seminary platform. Wé¢ have 
this conviction, whether the matters be theologi¢al or 
sociological. We certainly would not deny the right pf any 
student to hear them. We simply question the wisdom of 
giving any sanction to their position by providing a South- 
ern Baptist platform for its promotion. 

The authorities at Southern Seminary have indicated 
that it was their purpose that the students should hear all 
sides of such controversial issues. ._Well:that may he, but 
was provision made for them to hear all-sides? Was any 
one who is just as well known in his support of segregation 
invited to deliver one of the lectures? Perhaps one was, 
but we have had no report of it. Actually, we would ques- 
tion the wisdom of that too, but it is the only fair thing, 
if an extremist on one side is invited. There are good hon- 
est men on the other side, and they, too, should be heard, 
if all sides are to be presented. 

Actually it is our conviction that the very able faculty 
at the Seminary is well qualified to present all sides of 
such issues, or that there are plenty of capable speakers to 
present them, without calling on those whose controyersial 
position can only create problems in some areas pf the 
Convention. 

The authorities at the seminary indicate that they are 
willing to pay whatever price is necessary for the positions 
they take. The trouble is that they cannot take such posi- 
tions alone. What they do affects the efforts of every pas- 
tor and denominational leadgr who is, seeking to promote 
Southern Baptist work.

English Bible Reviewed 


By DR. RAY § 
Professor of New © 


The New English 
Testament. Published jointly 
by Oxford University Press 
and Cambridge. University 
Press, 1961. 447 pages. $4.95. 


This is the completely new 
translation of the New Testa- 
ment for which the English- 
speaking world has been look- 
ing since May 1946 when the 
first public move in that direc- 
tion was started in the General 
Assembly of the Church of 
Scotland. Through a series of 
conferences, interested repre- 
sentatives met until the actual 
work of translation was started 
in January 1948. Since that 
time the Joint Committee 
charged with this responsible 
task has met twice each year. 
The New Testament) section of 
the work is represented in this 
volume; the Old Testament 
section and the Apocrypha are 
still in process of translation. 


Denominational con- 
siderations played no part in 


the appointment to’ member- 


ship on the panels for transla- 
tion. The introductory pages 
reveal that this is a joint pro- 
duction of nine different church 
bodies (Baptist, Church of Eng- 
land, Church of Scotland, Con- 
gregational, Society of Friends, 
Methodists, Presbyterian 
Council of Churches for Wales, 
United Council of Christian 
Churches and Religious Com- 
munions in Ireland; plus the 
British and Foreign’ Bible So- 
ciety and the National Bible 
Society of Scotland, This: is 
representative of the’ entire 
Christian movement) in Scot- 
land, England, Wales, and Ire- 
land. 

Purpose and Methodology 

In 1611 the King James Ver- 


sion of the Scriptures’ appeared 
and though it faced much op: 
position it came to be known 
as the Authorized Version and 
has never been replaced in 
popular use in the, English- 
speaking world. The Revised 
Version appeared in 1881 de- 
parting from dependence upon 
the relatively late manuscripts 
which were used in making the 
Authorized Version (and em- 
ploying a smaller, earlier, bet- 
ter group of manuscripts. The 
trarislators of the Revised Ver- 
sion labored, however, under a 


definite handicap. They were 


instructed to introduee as few 
alterations (in the King James 
Version) as possible and to 
limit the expression of such 
alterations to the language of 
the Authorized Version.

While there is much which 
appears to be ‘‘paraphrase’’ or 
“interpretation,” the commit- 
tee’s view is that the resulting 
work is & translation, free 
rather than literal (The Ameri- 
can Standard Version of 1901 
remains the best literal trans- 
lation — literal even to a fault 
in some sentence structure!), || 
but /a translation nevertheless. 
By use of a panel of literary 
advisers, the committee _has 
achieved |a poetic beauty in 
rhetoric, a quality much need- 
ed in other translations, both 
British and American. .

the word seems to mean Prep- 
aration-day of Passover week 
and not the evening before 
Passover. It is clearer to have 
rendered it ‘‘Friday’’ in each 
instance as the committee ren- 
dered ‘first day of the week’’ 
as Sunday (Matt. 28:1; Mark 
16:9; Luke 24:1; John 20:1; 
1 Cor. 16:2). Their rendering 
of the John 19:14 passage in 
connection with their rendering 
of pascha (John 18:28) as 
*‘Passover Meal” (though 
everywhere else in the Gospel 
it means the week) probably 
reflects their view of a direct 
conflict between John and the 
Synoptics on the day Jesus ob- 
served ‘‘Passover.’’ 

Too Colloquial Be 

With all its beauty and clar- “ 
ity the translation is at times 
too coloquial. It is so very col- 
loquial that it speaks more 
clearly to the British reader 
than to the American! Perhaps 
this was intentional. Examples: 
Matthew 12:1, ‘‘pluck some: 
ears of corn and eat them.” 
This is ‘‘wheat’’ to the British 
reader but ‘‘raw roasting ears’’ 
to the American! Matthew 18: 
28 (and other places) “‘a’ few 
pounds” will still have to be 
converted to dollars just as the 
original ‘‘100 denarii’ would. 
First Corinthians 5:9, “You 
must, have nothing to do with 
loose livers.”” Wow! 

All in all, the committee has 
produced a most readable and 
helpful translation. Will it even ” 
in the British world replace the 
King James Version? It is 
doubtful if this is intended. It 
will be widely and profitably 
used in personal study and de-* 
votion. As to ‘‘accuracy’’ — let 
him who is without his favorite 
rendering cast the first stone! 

Editors Note: Another exam- 
ple of questionable translation 
is in Matt. 16:18 which says 


“And I say this to you: you are’ . 


Peter, the Rock; and on this
